cipitated the exposure of the ticket scalping 
business and the theatrical managers rela- 
tions to it. 

His plan contemplates opening an agency 
for all the theaters which decide to accept 
his offer to sell tickets at box office prices and 
to receive from the theaters 5 per cent.of the 
amount of his salesas; his compensation. He 
submitted the proposition to Ald. A.J. Cer- 
mak, chairman of the scalping subeommit- 
tee of the license committee, in order that 
all theater managers may be treated alike.” 


Outline of Plan Given. 

The plan was outlined as follows: We 
propose at this stand to handle the tickets 
of all theaters at box office prices, that is 
a purchaser can at this central location as 
certain just what tickets can be procured 
at every theater in Chicago, and then make 
his selection. 
„Our company is to be the agent for all 
theaters, our compensation to be paid by 
the theaters, being 5 per cent of the sales 
made by us 
agree to have private wires to every 
theater and to have a competent corps of 
assistants and a messenger service We 
agree that arrangement may be made either 
by us or by the theaters direct with every 
hotel in Chicago, whereby its out of town 
patrons can be taken care of 

„ We will furnish a sufficient bond pro- 
tecting the theaters and will make daily 
settlements of all purchases. Pending such 
detailed arrangements we will pay for said 
tickets in cash or deposit sufficient moneya 
with every theater manager to cover any or- 
ders for tickets that may be made. 


„ We will employ a well informed scalper 
to be on guard to see that no tickets fall into 
scalpers hands, on the theory that it takes 
a scalper to catch a scalper 

Mr. Tinsley announced that the Palmer’

It is this power 
of jumping which suggested the excellent 
name of kangaroo. 

The guillotine closure and kangaroo closure 
were supposed to be limited strictly to rare 
‘occasions. In recent years they have been 
applied to all great measures and have be- 
come quite an ordinary part of the machinery 
of the house of commons. 


Debate Becoming Perfunctory. 

It almost looks as if this drastic form of 
curtailing debate would now be applied not 
to one but to every great measure of à par- 
namentary session. The consequence is that 
debate in the house of commons is becoming 
more and more perfunctory every year. 

Bonar Law declared that real debate in the 
house of commons had ceased to exist. It 
was an exaggeration, for the insurance bill, 
to which he had applied the observation, had 
been fully debated as things set But, in 
the main, he was right. 

Parllamentary discussion is W it 
‘was, and I am one of those who would like 
to see full and free debate in a legislative 
assembly, for this is the only true guarantee 
of each side understancing the point of view 
of the other and of the arrival at that fait 
compromise between extremes which most 
legislation ought to be.

If we ere to 
make progress merely to intrench the idle 
Manchus more firmly in their citadel, if we 
are selling our souls and bodies to foreign- 
ers only that a few office holders may grow 
suddenly rich—then we want no more of it, 
we rebel! 

Such were the lines of 9 which led 
to that weird orgy of 1900. The Boxers were 
no more anti-foreign than anti-Manc 
Primarliy they were “‘ agin the givernment. 
Conditions were intolerable; we will mash 
conditions, they sald. And they ran amuck. 

Bleven years is a long time in China 
days The conditions which existed in 1900 
persist, with this difference; Theforeigner’s 
life is insured. The protection afforded for 
eigners this summer in Szechuen was really 
a signal mark of progress. We see the same 
spirit at the present time in the Hankow em- 
brogiio. It is hardly to be expected that the 
Chinese love us any more than they did fh 
1900. But they certainly hate us less. If not 
reconciled, they have learned moderation. 
Foreigners are no longer simply foreigners. 
The Chinese are beginning to distinguish bo- 
tween those whoj have axes to grind and 
those who have axes to sell.

1,160 victims, sixty-four more than this year. 
There also was a reduction of forty-eight in 
the number of deaths from acute contagious 
diseases for the month. 

“It ie gratifying,” declares the bulletin, 
that. these reductions are recorded-in spite 
of the record breaking spell of zero weather 
which prevailed in January, a condition we 
naturally might expect would be productive 
of an increased mortality by reason of the 
enforced confinement and greater mingling 
of people within doors.

RACE CUTS MAIL MEN'S PAY 


Action Results from Carriers’ 
4 Hawthorne Track Events. 


OVER 100 ARE AFFECTED. 


‘Leadors Lose $200 a Year; More Re- 


ductions Expected. 


Salaries of more than 100 mail carriers in 
Chicago have been reduced and 200 more face 
reductions as a direct result of the horse- 


at the Hawthorne track on July 4, 1911. 

The orders for the reductions came from | 
Washington following an extensive investi- | 
gation which postoffice inspectors in Chicago 
made of the horse race meet. The carriers 
violated a civil service rule which prohibits 
them from selling tickets or receiving the 
proceeds of a benefit entertainment. 

Four postoffice employés—the leaders in 
arranging.the meet—have had their salaries 
reduced from $1,200 to $1,000 a year. The 
pay of 106 others has been ordered cut $100 a 
year. 

200 Others’ Pay May Be Cut. 

More than 200 others have received so 
many demerits that their salaries may be 
decreased within the next few months. 

The employés whose salaries were cut $200 
a year ere E J. Rice and W. A. Cody, clerks, 
and William Harper and Thomas F. Han- 
rahan, carriers. They are said to be the men 
who promoted the race meet with the aid of 
Tom Carey, owner of the treck. The others 
who have had their pay reduced sold tickets 
for the benefit. 

Rice and Cody are said to have been the 
chief promoters. They organized the West- 
ern Athletic association. Cody used the 
name of Brown in the transaction. Carey 
first made a contract with this association 
and then Rice and Cody through that or- 
ganization made an agreement with the mall 
carriers. Tickets were sold on the repre- 
sentation that it was given under the aus- 
pices of the mail carriers’ organization. 


Charges Made After Meet. 

Charges against the management of the 
meet were made after its close and some of 
the prizes were not paid. Complaints were 
made to the postal authorities and Gen. 
James B. Stuart and his inspectors began 
an inguiry. When they finished a report and 
recommendations were sent to Washington, 
the salary reductions followed.

Liverpool reported more interest 
in American wheats, Broomhal! sending a 
cable that shorts were extremely nervous. 
Prospect for further labor trouble in Ar- 
gentina was also a factor, and the Buenos 
Aires market closed firm. 

Receipts here were 20 cars, with 11 cars in- 
spected yesterday, and arrivals in the west 
for the week were 3,681,000 bu, against

The finely spun canti- 
lene received an interpretation which was 
characterized-by nobility of tone and intenee 
impressiveness. Mrs. Zeisler's performance, 
which was of exceedingly high artistic merit, 
was rewarded by tremendous applause, and 
for once it was a source of sincere regret 


that an encore for which we had secretly 


hoped was denied us.” . 

Mme Jeanne Gervilie-Reache, having 
given some uncomplimentary impressions 
of Chicago, proves that she has much that 
is interesting to say about her art by ad- 
vancing some original arguments as to the 
vocal values of Wagner’s music. 

“Italian traditions are so deeply rooted 
in many singers, she writes, that the ma- 
jority of students approach Wagner with a 
peculiar bias. Whoever clings to the anti- 
quated.idea that an orchestra! score is mere- 
ly an accompaniment, a sort of necessary 
musical evil, is doomed to bitter disappoint- 
ment as soon as he attempts to render a 
Wagnerian part. If he insists on soaring 
continuously above the polyphonic masses 
he will soon heut himself hoarse. More- 
over, if our singer has a voice of limited 
range he will quickly be brought to the pain- 


ul realization of his vocal shortcomings. 


“ The vocal organ being to Wagner merely 
one of the\instruments whose tones blend 
ebe to produce orchestral effects, he 
never limited vocal parts to the middle reg- 
ister, providing occasional acrobatic excur- 
sions into high notes; he used the whole 
range of every voice evenly. Therefore 


Wagner singing requires (and incidentally 


develops) a great evenness of tone; it also 
requires the musicianly instinct which keeps 
a singer well within the limits of the tone 
picture of which he is a mere nuance. The 
singer who insists on being more than a 
nuance, who aims at being the domihant 
color, is soon Griven out of the game. The 
odds are too strong on the orchestra's side. 

Finally, the relative proportions of the 
various elements—poem, music, and action— 
are so accurately measured that one never 
interferes with the other; on the contrary,’ 
they supplement one another wonderfully. 
I confess that the study of Wagnerian parts 
has kept me working overtime this season. 
‘But it is not Wagner's fault—it is. mine: 
However arduous the task may be, I must 
gay frankly that I derive from this fas- 
einating work a pleasure comparable to the 
physical exhilaration I derive in summer 
from my pet sport, swimimng. On the first 


day out it is a frightful exertion to swim > 


across the lake im front of our hunting lodge.

The simile holds good in every way. For the

Mustaches were the vogue among major 
league baseball players twenty-five. and 
thirty years ago. While a player so at- 
tired in these days is à rarity, the chap 
with the smooth face was the rarity then. 
These old timers argued that the man with 
the mustache could hit the ball harder and 
farther. They claimed that shaving the | 
upper lip affected the batting eye. cee 

The prevalence of this old time belief or 
“* superstition it you will, for ball players 
of each decade have varying superstitions, 
is borne out in the photograph appearing in 
this edition showing the champion Chicago 
White Stockings in 1885. Scan that Ust of 
famous players, whose names have traveled 
down the years; ‘consider that they were | 
champions in both 1885 and 1886, and you can 
imagine what e following thelr practice 
would obtain. 

From 27 Year Old Souvenir. 

This reproduction of the White Stockings 
of 188 is taken from the third page of the 
souvenir distributed to box seat patrons at 
the dedication of the Congress street 
grounds on June 6, 1885, when Chicago played | 
its first home game of the season against 
St. Louls to a capacity crowd. Capacity in 
those days meant 6,000 or 7,000 persons. 

The first page of the souvenir is taken up 
with the lettering produced in the accom- 
panying cut. The second page shows the 
old—then new—Congress street grounds, and 
the third page has the picture of the players. 
The second and third pages in the souvenir 
were actual photographs. The fourth page 
has a list of the officers ahd players, and a 
schedule of home games for the year, 56 in 
number, making a schedule of 112 games, of 
which Chicago won 87 and lost 25, for a 
‘percentage of .776. 

‘This souvenir of twenty-seven years ago 
is the property of Mrs. J. A. Doig, 2709 
Washington boulevard, who attended the 
opening game with her husband. Woman- 
Uke, Mrs. Doig kept the souvenir, and while 
she is a casual rather than a regular visitor 
at the present west side park, the baseball 
memento finds a place among dance pro- 
grams and other romantic keepsakes of 
those days. | 

Two Pitchers a Plenty. 

The picture shows that John Ward, presi- 

dent of the Boston Nationals, must have been

GOTCH TOYS WITH MARVIN - 
PLESTINA AT ILLINOIS A. C. 
Champion ‘Wrestler Throws the Big 
Lithuanian Twice, Getting the 
Falls in 15:33 and 610

Before the largest crowd that ever saw a 
wrestling show at the Illinois ., Frank 
Gotch, world’s champion, gave an interest- 
ing exhibition with Marvin Plestma, whom 
he had agreed to throw twice in thirty min- 
utes. The champion accomplished the trick 
-with ridiculous ease, and plainly showed he 
has lost none of the speed or cleverness that 
has made him cs boss of them all. 

Although Plestina is much heavier than 
Gotch, the champion tossed him about the 
ring at will. Gotch could have secured the 
two falle inside of five minutes if he had 
cared to, but let his opponent stay in order 
to give the members an exhibition of his 


During the first fall Frank gave exhibitions 
of several deadly holds, including the dread- 
ed toe lock. When he had his opponent near 
a fall he released his holds and then trapped 
Plestina int6 other dangerous positions. 
After 15:38 Gotch pinned Plestina’s shoulders | 
to the mat with a scissors on the head and 
crotch lock.

Ten years after Mat tie Hunter 
had passed from his string Geers got hold 
of a mare called Elie Brown, being attracted 
to her by the fact her-sire was a son of the 
Prince Pulaski that had given the turf the 
famous chestnut pacer. |. 
Geers trained Ella Brown, found she had 
speed, and in 1802 gave her a record of 
‘2:11%, having by that time secured a halt 
interest in the mare. Then she was put to 
breeding, and did well as a speed producer; 
although there was nothing sensational about 
her early foals. But while they were pacing 
fairly well Geers had bred on shares with 
some Tennessee friends the black colt later 
known as Direct Hal, 2:04% and never beaten 
a race. Among the big wins of the pacer 
was the $5,000 Chamber of Commerce purse 
at Dettoit; and Geers concluded he would 
try to repeat the trick with a ‘son of that 
horse, ving in the meantime sold Direct 
Hal for $10,000, although he continued to 
train and drive him.

Sugar Retards Fatigue. 

The glycogen which is used up, consumed 
in exercise, is @ sugar. When it is used up 
we are fatigued. Can we prevent this fa- 
tigue? It bas deen proved by experiment 
that thé use of sugar greatly retards fatigue. 

Says Mr. F. W. Eastman in a magazine 
article on “An Antitoxin for Fatigue,” in 
which he describes some of Prof. Lee’s work: 
“In the laboratory it has been fourld that 
the total increase in work on addition of 
sugar to a small meal was from 6 to 89 per 
cent. Many athletes can testify to the bene- 
ficial effects of the use of this common sub- 
stance at times of great physical exertion. 
Perhaps the desire of children for sweet 
things is a normal demand of their bodigs for 
sugar to restore the glycogen destroyed by 
their continuous activity.” 

An accomplished dietitian can pretty nearly 
estimate the amount of energy he has edded 
to his muscles by eating a single cracker, 
whose nutrients must be reduced, by the di- 
gestive processes, to sugar before they *can 
be taken up by the blood. If human bodies

Dancing Not Deteriorated. 


The crusade against the fashionable mode 


of dancing is amusing. The dancing of the 


present day has not deteriorated; The prin- 


ciples are the same and the benefits derived 


from it have not altered In the least.

The “turkey trot” 1s not vulgar when 
danced by two graceful! dancers on the stage. 
But it is extremely vulgar when danced on 
the floor of a restaurant between tables, 


among strangers, and in street dress, which 
seems to have become a custom. Then the 


same vulgarity would exist if they danced 
the simple waltz or two step. 

The present style of dress accentuates the 
vulgarity of any dancing. The extremely 


tight skirt was never intended for a dancing 


skirt. The reformers who are trying to pass 
laws to prohibit the fashionable dances, 
which they call “ antic dances ” and “ volup- 
tuoug exhibitions,” do credit to the moral 
sense of the country. But it is not necessary 
to go to extremes in morals any more than 
to go to extremes in dancing. 


Superlative Gives Offense. 

Any of the vogue dances, if done in a 
proper dancing dress and artistically exe- 
cuted, would look attractive to the most 
prejudiced eye. It is the superlative that 
offends. The exaggerations and grotesque 
elements of these dances will die out by want 
of artistic grace to recommend them. 

Dancing is a healthful exefcise and will 


always continue to be so. The transient 
popularity of a style of dancing which seems 


to offend is but the fad of the moment. The 
old fashioned waltz survived similar attacks 
because it possessed grace, health, and rea- 
son for existence. 

Dancing is for young people and they can 
dance any thing and look beautiful in the 


action. It is the grotesque old man and the 


overfed woman who look ridiculous and al- 
most immoral when dancing the “ turkey 
trot,” or even old fashioned waltz, in 
public. If the fleshy old people would do 
their dancing in the privacy of their own 
homes with sweaters on and do it as a re- 
Gucing exercise they would find dancing a 
wonderful benefit to their health. ;

OW much does the average mother of 
today know of nursing a sick child? 
How many of you think of doing it 

except for a passing indisposition? 
Some ailments of children have 
their rise and decline With almost equal ra- 
pidity. A child who is gasping-tor breath 
with croup at 11 o clock at night will be up 
and about the room the next morning, a 
trifle languid perhaps, but wonderfully well, 
considering the agony through which he has 
gone during the preceding twelve hours. 
The mother neecs slight skill in nursing 
to care for a child in such an emergency as 
this. All measures must be prompt, and 
when she has once learned the routine of 
medicine. hot applications, and the like 
there is little more to acquire £0, too, with 
the ordinary cold or indigestion or similar 
childish disease. distressing while the) last

When your child has a long. wearing in- 
ness, however, do you know how to take 
care of him? Perhaps you do not wish to 
turn him over to the charge of a trained 
nurse, perhaps you. have not the money to 
spend upon one unleds it is a matter where 
close watching and a certain amourt wf 
medical knowledge are required in ordér 19 
meet and conquer difficulties for which the 
jaywoman is not prepared. 

In earlier days we took all the care of our 
children when they were sick and a trained 
purse was unheard of. I do not say that 
this state of affairs was always an advan- 
tage and that there were not occasions when 
a more educated intelligence might not have 
done better for the patient in watching for 
and averting the unfortunate consequences.

Trick of Changing Sheets. 

The trick of changing the sheets is easily 
learned. The soiled sheet is loosened on 
one side of the bed and folded in a long. 
compact roll close to the patient. The 
clean sheet is laid in the place of that 
just removed, its outer edge pinned down 
or tucked in, the rest. of it drawn over the 
uncovered portion of the mattress and the 
surplus made into a long roll which lies 
close to the rolled soiled sheet. The 
patient should be lying on his side, the 
rolled sheets at his back; he is now rolled 
over or drawn over on the fresh sheet, the 
tolled one pulled off, the clean rolled sheet 
spread over the rest of the mattress and 
secured in its place. It is a simple mat- 
ter to change the upper sheet, of course, and 
the pillows may be drawn out one at a tim 
and fresh slips put on them. 

In many cases of childish illness, notably 
rheumatism, tonsilitis, and diphtheria, 
there is a tendency to heart failure, and 
the little patient must be kept on the flat 
of the back much of the time. Under the 
circumstances the nightgowns must be 
changed without lifting the invalid. The 
arms are taken from the sleeves of the 
gown and this is slipped down below tke 
shoulders.

lf 1 may make a personal reference I 
would like to say just here that I nursed 
my own small\children through scarlet 
fever, as well as through less serious at- 
tacks. We did not know as much about 
germs in that day as we do now, and did 
not practice such elaborate precautions 


worse for it, and all of the children es- 
caped easily from a disease of which the 
mere mention strikes terror to a mother's 
beart. I am glad to have learned new 
methods of nursing of late years and to 
give them here in addition to those I have 
mytelf tried and proved. 


If 1 were to be asked what is the mother’s 
dest ally in illmess of any sort I would re- 
ply without hesitation, “ Obedience in the 
cand.“ Having been trained myself in 
the old fashioned habits of nursery disci- 
piine and following the same with my own 
children, I am in a position to appreciate 
the value of a training which makes it a 
matter of course for a child to take un- 


mand, to submit to any treatment the 
mother and the doctor tell him is neces-. 
sary for his recovery. I have never had 
to struggle with a child to coax or forces 
down his throat a dose of some remedy 
which seemed essential, have never had

mistake if you do nct get every expecient 
you can to lessen the strain, See that you 
have the right sort of pails and basins for 
soaking clothes, bowis for bathing the pa- 
tients, plenty of sheets and towels and 
cloths, feeding cups by which to give a 
patient broth without having to do any 
lifting of the head or shoulders, gla - tubes 
for drinking or taking inedicine, hot water 
bags, small cushions, a little table, a com- 
fortable chair, easy shoes, wrapper, and 
the like for yourself. 


Bear in mind that it is as much your duty 
to take care of yourself as of the patient, 
and do not be guilty of the foolishness of 
neglecting your own diet, sleep, or exer- 
cise when it is humanly possible to get these 
with any regularity. When the crisk of the 
iliness is over your work will not be fin- 
ished but begun. The days of convales- 
cence may be less anxious than those of 
active illness, but they are far more fa- 
tiguing. Your child will need you as an ald 
back to health as well as a savior from 
sickness. Don't forget this in the stress of 
nursing, but guard yourself against un- 
necessary fatigue, with the thought always 
in mind that you are to conduct a con- 
valescence as well as rescue from the 
clutches of a dizease. | 

One word on this line. You can keep 
yourself bright and cheerful for the child's 
sake when the worst is hovering over you, 
but courage and gayety will be even more 
essential during the tedious period of re- 
covering strength. You cannot hope for it 
if you wear yourself out now. Be yourown 
nurse as well as the child’s and practice 
on yourself some of the cares you lavish

How to Boil Milk. 


Read it carefully; try it, obeying di- 
rections implicitly. 

Reserve for the operation a new un- 
tarnished enameied kettle of the best grade; 
use it for nothing else, and, keep it thor- 
oughly scoured. It should be large in pro- 
portion to the quantity of milk—say, ten 
inches in diameter for a quart of milk and 
twelve for two quarts. Put into it a cup 
or two of water, and Jet it boil briskly for 
a few minutes. This insures removal of 
the atmospheric gas condensed upon every 
surface, and which contributes largely to 
the ‘scorching’ of boiled milk. Empty 
the saucepan of water and pour in the milk 
immediately. Set it at once over the fre. 
The instant this is donie stir the milk with 


a clean spoon, being careful to scrape the 


bottom in every direction. This will pre- 
vent the albumen and case'n from stick- 
ing. After a minute or two constant stir- 
ring is not imperative. 

Now comes the rea: ‘trick!’ As the 
milk approaches the boiling point stir 
faithfully, avoiding splashing it upon the 
sides of the pan, and watch! The moment 
the milk ‘rises up remove it from the 
fire, stirring rapidly. (A gas flame may 
be turned low). When the surface is quiet 
put the saucepan back over the fire and 
stir as before. Now, presently the milk 
will go on boiling vigorously and with no 
tendency to boil over. One may let it 
boil to sterilize it or to condense. it ad libj- 
tum. The air it contained has been ex- 


pelled and the albumen eoagulatéd. No 


need to jerk the kettle from the stove with 
the boiling milk frothing all over the floor, 
And. stranger still, there is hardly ary 
milky substance adhering to the bottom of 
the kettle. I should like to hear if any one 
else knows of this? 


Furthermore, I believe this Is the secret 
of the ‘ magic spoon sold by fakers, which 
is supposed to prevent miik from boiling 
over, the house mother (presumably) hav- 
ing been instructed to stir well. 

What you call “a trick” is of especial 
interest to the mothers of bottle babies, 
for whom milk: should be sterilized. For 
ordinary purposes it may be preserved from 
scorching by heating it in the inner vessel 


of a double boiler, or rice kettle.“

orset Cover Held. 


Being fond of prettilystrimmed corset 
covers, yet finding them t lived even 
with the best body material one can pur- 
chase, I have devised a way of utilizing the 
trimming for the life of two covers. Baste 
oͤn to the old corset cover some inserting 
(about one-half or three-fourths inches in 


wicth) on a line above all worn parts. 


Stitch solid to upper part and cut lower off 
at margin of inserting, allowing for a small 
hem. Take remains of old cover spread 
out to use for pattern on new material. 
Hem this at top and sew to lower edge of 
inserting. 

This makes practically a new corset cov- 
er prettier than the old one because of the 
additional inserting, and which will wear as 
long as the original, with a cost of about 
18 cents.

I may mention here to house- 
wives who would know something of 
the chemical changes and combinations 
that enter into cookery, that our friendly 
chemist will answer queries addressed to 
him through the Helping Hand. His ability 
is patent. His willingness” to help us 
equals it. | 

“The obvious explanation of the 
Australian ‘churniess butter’ process, 
lately described in the Helping Hand, ts 
this: 

When the cream is placed in a cloth 
bag and buried in the ground, the soil, 
which must be dry and porous—extracis the 
watery portion by absorption, leaving the 
fat behind. However. all the casein 
{cheesy matter] jikewise remains in the 
bag, thus increasing the yield of what is 
not pure butter, and modifying the taste. 
It will spoil rapidly. 

„Had I time, I would tell you of the 
once famous ‘ black pepsin’ butter, which 
ylelded a similar product. 

L. M. B.“ describes a laborious process 
of making paper pulp for filling floor cracks. 
This material may be purchased more con- 
veniently from paint shops and wholesale 
druggists. 

Still. soaking the paper in a little lye 
and working it in a churn is an improve- 
ment upon the method given by your cor- 
respondent. Cheap wall paper makes a good 
pulp. 

“I. wonder if anybody else ever dls- 
covered this valuable trick in voiling zallk? 
It took me fifty years to get on to it’ al- 
though I have boiled milk thousands of 
times.

Chocolate Cake Recipe. 


Have you room for a few recipes and 
a household hint or two from a member 
In good and regular standing ? 

“CHOCOLATE CAKE-—Grate half a 
cake of unsweetened chocolate and put it 
over boiling water to melt. When it is a 
brown liquid turn into an enameled sauce- 
pan and add a cup of milk and two eggs 
well beaten, leaving out the white of one. 
Stir over the fire until it is thiek- but do 
not let it boil. Turn the mixture into a 
bowl and add a quarter of a pound of but- 


ter, two cups of sugar, three and a half 
cups 


of flour. two level teaspoonfuls o: 
soda (dissolved in a little water) a cupful of 
milk, and two teaspoonfuls of vanilla ex- 
tract. Bake in three layer tins. 

“ICING FOR THE CAKE—Beat the re- 
served white of egg to a standing frothand 
whip into it a cupful of powdered sugar 
which has been dissolved: in a third of a 
cupful of boiling water and left to stand 
for an hour before putting it over the fire 
and boiling to a soft paste. When you can 
make it into a soft ball whip into the stiff- 
ened whites. This is a delicious cake. 

“A USEFUL HINT—Many floors are 


injured by the castors upon beds, tables. 


etc., rolling over them. The polished 
boards are scratched and indented by them. 
1 have found that oiling the castors oc- 
casionally with machine oil makes them 
run more easily without marking the floors.

You 
do not say whether or not the chocolate 
custard should be allowed to cool before 
it is made into cake batter. Taking the 
recipe as it stands one would infer that 
the other ingredients are added while the 
mixture is still hot. Will you make this 
clear in another note to The Helping Hand? 


Salad of Endive. 

GERMAN ENDIVE SALAD.—Endive is 
not fully appreciated by those who do not 
know the German method of preparing it. 
It is a fine garden vegetable, easily culti- 
vated, and it may be kept from one to two 
months after frost if buried in dry sand 
a cool place. - ; 

„Remove the outer dark leaves and use 
only the yellow leaves in the center. Wash 
thoroughly and cut into half inch lengtbs 
Cover with cold water and leave it thus for 
an hour. If this is not done the endive will 
be bitter. 

“ Allow three medium sized, WII cooked 
potatoes to each quart of the endive. Mash 
the potatoes well and add a cupful of mild 
vinegar, a tablespoonful of clarified bacon 
drippings, a tablespoonful of sugar, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and the same of onion 
juice. Mix well together and let them get 
cold. Then stir in the cut endive, beating 
it lightly, and serve immediately. .

Have cards printed, setting 
forth your intention to make bread and 
doughnuts, and to sell them at fair prices, 
and distribute them throughout your neigh- 
borhood. Dozens of women make their 
money for church and charity by such 
means. 

Make a business transaction of it. Offer 

to supply sandwiches, salads, etc., for re- 
ceptions, and. if nevi be to arrange tables 
and decorations for these functions. I 
know two sisters wh» have supported 
themselves comfortably in their native 
town for ten years by these means. A cer- 
tain smail bakery in Chelsea, London, arose 
to the dignity of a fashionable resort that 
made a fortune for the proprietors by es- 
tablishing a reputation for selling the best 
buns to be had in the city. Afternoon tea 
in the parlor and garden attached to the 
bakery was a popular function for twe 
generations. 
I wish our members would take up this 
question and discuss it helpfully. Peopleg 
who want to work and are able to work 
well, should not be compulsory drones in 
this country.

Caramel Ice Cream. 

Please publish a recipe for caramel ice 
cream. Also tell me what to do to make the 
cream smooth. Mrs. L. M.“ 

For the caramel put a cupful of granulated 


sugar over the fire with a quarter cupful of 


water and let them cook together until the 
sirup browns, tipping the saucepan from 
one side to the other as it begins to color

the fire and cool. When it is cold and suff 
add a cupful of rich cream and a larger cup- 
ful of, the caramel with a ‘teaspoonful! of 
Vanilla. . 

In order to make the mixture smooth you 
have but to churn in the freezer as directed 
by the rules which come with the freezer. 
If you make self-freezing cream pack the 
freezer out of sight in alternate layers of 
rock salt and finely cracked ice. Then pour 
over all a quart of strong brine and cover 
with several folds of old carpeting or thick 
sacking, At the end of an hour open the 
freezer and with a long handled wooden 
spoon scrape the congealed cream from the 
sides and bottom and beat hard for five 
minutes, with a stout wooden ladle. Now 
close the freezer and bury it again ‘n rock 
salt and pounded ice as at first. Cover 
closely with the carpeting and leave it for 
three hours or more. It will keep for six or 
seven. 

The smoothness depends upon the faithful 
beating. 


Pressing Clothes. 


The woman whose ambition it 1s always 


to look well dressed will pay especial atten- 


tion to the pressing of her garments. A 
linen shirt waist or suit should be pressed 
after each wearing. All thin waists and 
dresses can be worn twice as long before 
being laundered if they are y-cssed often. 
They are usually more mussed than soiled 
when put in the wash. The tailored suit 
needs constant pressing. Air the skirt, brush 
it thoroughly, and press it before hanging 
it in the closet. The girl who boards, unless 
she can afford the constant expense of a 


tailor’s services, can buy an iron which can 


be heated over an alcohol lamp or gas jet, 
unless she is able to utilize the electric 
iron. 
The iron suitable for the alcohol lamp Is 
not heavy enough to press the coat of the 
tailored suit, but will be perfectly satisfac- 
tory for the shirtwaists and lighter gowns. 


A good many girls who board make special 


arrangements with their landlady for the 
use of the electric light for their pressing 
and for the laundering of their dainty white 
waists, dresses, neckwear, etc. 

To press seams of cloth, no matter how 
heavy, do not use an ordinary ironing blan- 
ket, but get a thick fold of newspapers and 
use a fairly hot fron. For girls -who do 
their own pressing this method will de 
found much easier than damping. as the 
best of cloth often cockles.

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A Homemade Layette. By Anna R. Morehouse. 


There is probably no needlework more 
‘fascinating than the filmy, dainty dresses 
end other things belonging to a new baby’s 
ward robe, and doubtless one is apt to err on 
fhe side of planning too much and putilag 
too much fine work on the clothes, rather 
than the opposite. 

A prospective mother is always the re- 
cipient of so many articles for the layette 
that she had better at first, anyway, turn her 
attention to the more practical needs of the 
daby's wardrobe. Then a little later on she 
may decide to make some of the sheerer 
dresses, petticoats, bibs, sacques, caps, 
cloaks, etc. 

While almost any amount of money from 
$15 to $25 or up into the hundreds or higher 
Still can be expended, there is no reasop why 
ample provision cannot be made wich, say, 
$25 to spend. 

Beginning with the Uttle bands, four or six 
will be enough. They should be made ofa 
fine, soft piece of flannel and should be care- 
fully torn into strips measuring eight by 
twenty-seven inches in length. It is better to 
leave them unfinished, as they will be 
smoother and softer against the tender flesh. 
This length will allow of their being car- 
tied twice around the body. and the fastening 
should be done with the smallest sized shield 


Din.

Perhaps after the baby is several weeks 


old the little knitted bands which can be 


bought will be better. These are provided 
with straps over the shoulders, end a tab 
in the middle of both back and front to 


‘which the diaper is pinned. The straps and 


tabs help to keep the band out flat and 
smooth and must n‚ de more 
comfortabie. 

In deciding on the number of each different 
article, one has to remember that above 
overything else a baby must be kept per- 
fectiy sweet and clean all the time, so there 
should be enough of everything to allow of 
frequent changes of clothing, and conse- 
quentiy the laundering for a baby is bound 
to be large. 

There is nothing better for the éiapers than 
the antiseptic cotton diapering. Three or 


_ four dozen will be about right, and at least 


two different widths should be bought. Draw 
a thread to cut them by, and pull straight, 
if they do not seem so after cutting. Cut 
each one twice as long as the width of the 
material,“and hem across each end, making 
the hems one-quarter or one-half inch wide. 
These widths are better than narrower ones, 
as they will be flatter and less noticeable. 

Hiem them by hand, if you can, doing the 
work at odd moments; or, possibly, one or 
more friends may be glad to spend an after- 
noon with you, bringing their thimbles and 
helping with the hemming. — 
the work go rapidly.

Next on the program ere the little shirts. 
These are one of the most expensive items 
in the layette, While it not absolutely nec- 
essary to start with more than one size, they 


are 80 quickly outgrown that it is nice to 
have three sizes—four of each size. Do not 
try to economize on the quality of these. 
They may be all wool or silk and wool, and 
at the sume time buy the forms to dry them 
on. Al flanne! garmems are expensive and 
require the best of care. If they are carefully 
washed there is no reason why they should 
not keep their shape and remain soft. 

Long stockings are more comfortable than 
the pretty Mttle booties which are 80 popu- 
lar. The latter are constantly falling off, and 
the little legs above them, when they happen 
to be on, are often cou, even though there is 
a flannel petticoat on the infant. 

The stockings are long enough to be pinned 
to the diaper, and will be warm end nice. 
Wooden forms are W for drying 
these also 

Small babies wear barrow conte, or, as they 
are sometimes called, pinning blankets. 
These are made of one width of flannel, set 
into a cambric band, and open down tho 
front, or a little to one side. The flannel ts 
cut about thirty-six or thirty-eight inches 
long, and is hemmed on three sides. The 
fronte should be hemmed firet, and then 
across the bottom. Feather stiiching on the 
right side gives a pretty finish, Make the 
band plenty large and fasten with the small- 
est shield pins. A suggestion was seen re- 


cently for passing the band across the fronts - 


around to the back and tying there with 
tapes. It does not seem a sensible thing to 
do, as if the baby lies or is held so there is 
any pressure there, the tied tepe will surely 
hurt where it presses.

Thie suggests another important thing to 
remember. Never make the bands of gar- 
ments that are to be worn at the same time 
the same depth. Make enough difference in 
the lengths or depths so that the seams will 
escape one another. Attention to these com- 
mon sense things will mean the difference 
between a baby’s comfort or discomfort. 

Sometimes the barrow coats are bound on 
the three edges with the flannel binding rib- 
bon instead of being hemmed. They lap 
when on the width of an inch , and are 
folded up and pinned over the feet, not fold 
ing them high enough, however, to Interfere 
with any kicking the child may feel inclined 
to db. 

Baby’s patterns are usually i in sets, 
and before starting on a little shopping jaunt 
write down on your memorandum card the 
different lengths of the different garments. 
Then visit the remnant ends of the different 


counters before looking at the regular stock. 


Tt ts often possible to make a considerable 
saving in fine flannels, linens, and all white 
materials.

But if we should talk 
of Dickens as a “reformer " we would make 
our story far too long. As you read his 
stories you will be able to see for yourself 
the truth he has told in his wonderful way;

You ask when did he become such a teller 
of tales? Why, all of his life, from the time 
he was a little lad we find him telling stories 
to the other children, and especially to his 
own little sister Fanny. Every night he and 
his sister Fanny watched the stars from 
their window and claimed one star as their 
own (the sfory we have repeated today is of 
his own experience). 

Four years of his early life were spent at 
Chatham, and we hear of his happy times 
there climbing over the chalk hills and wan- 
dering through the green lanes and wood- 
lands, everywhere finding his Heroes. and 
heroines from the land of ‘story books. ‘His 
books were ‘his greatest friends and he tells 
of” going into a little room seldom used and 
there reading by the hour.

These scenes of 8 left such a sting

him long to help all around him, and so he 
suffered with and for others.

his stories, for he was trained in the great 


school of life and the pictures he gave were 
real picturés from own experience (as 
for example in “David Copperfield” we find 
a true story of the boy Charles Dickens 
London). At this time he surely had every

Some time later we. hear of happier days 
for the little London lad, his father was 
able to settle his affairs and was released 
from prison. Then the boy was sent to 
the Wellington House school, and, although 
the school was none too good, the boy re- 
joiced in his opportunity for study. The 
boys at this school formed a club for giving 
recitations, dialogues, and prjvate theatri- 
cals, a with chairs and tables, screens, 
and shawis they would improvise @ stage, 
and such as they had acting out their plays! 
Charles was a great favorite among the, 
boys. He would tell them the most marvel- 
ous stories and as he really felt each charac- 
ter he created, he made the schoolboys feel 
these characters just as years afterward he 
made us see and feel the characters of his 
books. 

Af 15 years of age we find him in a law- 
yer’s office, for he could not afford the money 
for a college course. However, in the law- 
ver's office he was trained in the school of 
life, for here he learned closely to observe 
different characters, to listen attentively to 
all that was said, and gained his knowledge 
of English law courts which afterwards he 
gave to the world in the story of Bleak 
House.“ We next hear of his studyin 
shorthand and then becoming a reporter 1 
the house of parliament, and because he was 
alert and accurate and showed such swift- 
ness and skill, he was acknowledged the 
best reporter among some eighty or more. 
who were sent to obtain important political 
speeches. He was never known to make a 
mistake nor did He ever fall to hand in his 
reports on time. It was this punctuality and 
this systematic habit of doing the right 
thing at the right time that enabled him to 
accomplish all that he did in life. iv 

When he was 21 he wrote some gketches of 
the street life he knew so well. These 
sketches were signed Bozz,“ a nickname 
which belonged to his younger brother, and 
then appeared the famous Pickwick Pa- 
pers. So humorous were they and so real 
that everywhere they were read and dis- 
cussed and the people all asked Who is 
this Boz?" and they demanded more stories. 

So at last came fame and success, money 
and comfort to the young man who had 
worked so hard, but he continued to work 
hard; he never spared himself, and from 
the time of his first book for thirty-seven 
years he gave the people story after story. 
We cannot describe at length his ilfe as a 
man, but you can read for yourselves about 
his home life and his love for his children. 
He was much interested in their studies, and 
in. order to help them in their knowledge of 
English history he gave to us a “Child's 
i te of England which we use today. 
* 

of ‘his journeys to the continent, of his 
two visits to America, and the many friends 
he made in this country we will not have 
time to tell, nor can we begin to tell of his 
wonderful ability as an actor, for from his 
schoolboy days he always felt the love of. 
the stage. He dramatized many of his 
stories and wrote several plays which you. 
can use in your schoolroom today. 

We also hear of him on the lecture plat- 

form giving readings from his own works, 
with his marvelous dramatic power as a 
story teller he held vast audiences spell- 

bound. This work he enjoyed until his health 
failed and he was obliged to say farewell 
forever to public life. 

The last days of his life were happy ones. 
He was at his beautiful home at Gad’s Hill 
surrounded by his children and the friends 
he loved the best. He was working hard 
on a story, The Mystery of Edwin Drood, be: 

but every day he seemed to work a little, 
beyond his strength. One June day as he 
sat down to dinner his family remarked how 

ill and weary he looked, and they urged 
him to lie down and rest. Yes; on the 
ground.“ he answered, and these were his 
last words, for he was suddenly stricken 
with apoplexy, and the next day, June 9, 
1870, the life story of the greatest story 
teller Was at an end. 

A few days later the body of Charles Dick- 
ens was laid at rest in Westminster abbey, 
and for many days weeping men, women, 
and children from all walks of life came to 
his last resting place and put flowers upon 
the grave of their departed friend, for did 
they ndt all know and love him dearly 
through his stories to them? But he will 
always live in the characters he has created, 
and, although a hundred years have passed 
since his birth, we, too, can feel as we read 
his stories, that we know and love Charles 
Dickens, for, as Dean Staniey said of him, 
He taught the world great lessons of the 
eternal value of generosity, of purity, of 
kindness, and of unselfishness.“ 

We can only mention a few of the books 
about Dickens in our space today, but the 
teachers and the children of higher grades 
will find a great deal of valuable material 
and good lists in the Thomas Hughes room 
of the Chicago public library. The library 
also offers in the Bock Bulletin for Janu- 
ary a most complete and comprehensive rete 
on Charles Dickens.

Street Builders Ignorant, 

Street builders of the present pertod do not 
calculate upon the traffic of machines whose 
immense loads are carried upon wheel bases 
varying from 11% to 14% feet. When great 
weights have to be borne. on borse drawn 
vehicles the load is usually distributed over 
@ much greater length. 

That the construction of street foundations 
is largely a matter of empirical practice 5 
demonstrated occasionally when either 
machine or a horse drawn vehicle “sani 
through the surface and sinks t6 the hubs. 
A short while ago a ten ton motor truck in 
New York met with a mishap of this kind, 
and only the other day a vehicle drawn by 
six. horses and laden with ten tons of iron 
girders broke through the asphalt on sues 
street in Philadelphia. 

In the case of the horse drawn outfit which 
met with misfortune the total weight prob- 
ably was distributed over fifty feet of street 
length. Had this load been carried on a 
motor truck it would have been distributed 
over a street length of pot more than four- 
teen or fifteen feet. | 


Sides of Streets Weak. 

To be sure, there mre parts of Streets in 
all large cities which have been designed to 
withstand the heaviest form of traffic. It is 
usually the case that the center of thorough- 
tures over which street railway cars operate 
are capable of withstanding the severest 
loads which can be imposed by horse drawn 
or mechanically operated vehicles. But the 
sides of these streets are not so soundly con- 
structed as their centers. 

Consideration of this subject natyral'y 
causes one to wonder what should be the 
maximum rating for a motor truck. The 
service of ten ton motor trucks may be indi- 
cated in special instanges, all the load to be 
carried on the platform of tle machine, but 
unless it is certain that the streets will sus- 
tain such loads, not occasionally but steud- 
ily, tt would be folly to think that the em- 
ployment of such heavy carriers will become 
common.

Horses Ruin Streets. 

We have the word of the superintendent of 
Chicago's streets for it that the sum ot 
$750,000 is annually required to repair the 
damage done by horse traffic. Of this sum 
$500,000 is needed for asphaltjrepairs, $25,000 
for granite, $100.000 for macadam. and $125, - 
000 for miscellaneous pavements. It is im- 
possible to believe that motor wagon traffic 
could cause such expense. 

Prodigious sums of money are annually 
expended in order to partially remove the 
filth which horses deposit in city streets. 
In New York over 600 tons of excrement is 


menace to public health which such an un- 
dertaking is intended to avert is but im- 
perfectly realized. 

But intolerable as is the nuisance which 
the insanitary horse commits in public, it is 
trivial in comparison with what he is cap- 
able of in the privacy of his barn. It ia truly 
a hervulean task to cleanse the stables of a 
large city.

Test Should Run a Year. 

Only a novice in motor wagon transporta- 
tion would undertake to say that any de- 
cisive conclusions of value can be reached 
asa result of trials unless they should last 
through the period of a year. The imprac- 
ticabijity of conducting such a lengthy test 
compels promoters to be content with the 
results which may be obtained froma shorter 
period of competition, which results, though

importance. 
Measuring progress by the rate of increase 


discernible since gasoline wagon produc- 


tion first began to assume respectable pro- 
portions, one finds that Chicago, despite its 
badly paved streets, is manifesting a more 
‘substantial interest in the new means of 
transportation than any other large city in 
the country. 


A census of its motor wagon traffic, taken 
last Friday, shows that’l,443 machines are at 
work. These figures may not be impressive, 
but the expenditure they represent clearly 
indicates the profound commercial! interest 
which is taken in the useful performance of 
the power wagon. 

Chicago's motor wagon history is soon 
written. Seven or eight years ago, when 
eastern cities were first being supplied with 
electrics—the only type available at that 
period—this market was starved. Sale effort 


‘was largely confined to the Atlantic coast 


trade centers. Hundreds of machines were 
operating in New York at a time when 
scarcely a dozen were to be found in Chi- 
Chicago Becames Educated. 
This condition existed up to the beginning 
of 1905, when the local campaign of educa- 


tlon was modestly commenced. By 


of 1906 about forty-five machines been 
installed. Toward the close of 1907 the num- 
ber had doubled. * 

Then came the panic, arresting an indus- 
trial progress. Late in 1907 business revived 


and an active demand for motor wagons was 


begun and has continued without interrup- 
tion ever since. Virtually, therefore, Chi- 
cago’ s machines have been bought in three 
years, for during twelve months of universal 
business depression investors of all kinds 
were exceedingly timid. 

During the last nine months. the number ot 
motor wagons registered in Chicago rose 
from 79 to 1,443—an increase of 80 per cent. 
During the same term the number of horse 


‘drawon wagons sank from 58,045 to 51,050—a 


decrease of 11 per dent.

These are hung 
on trunnions at the top and so connectet 
to a syetem of toggle aims at the lower cor- 
ners that they open automatically ag the 
front end of the body is elevated, thus 
enabling the driver to dump the load without 
leaving his seat. Upon lowering the body 
the tail board closes and is locked in posi- 
tion.

WHEN GASOLINE RUNS OUT. 


Nyack, N. T., Man Saves Many Miles 
Walk for Liquid Power by Empty- 
ing Tank on Dashboard. 


Paul Legget of Nyack, N. T., made a dis- 

covery that is of interest to every motorist 
who has been up against it after he has 
exhausted his gasoline supply miles from a 
garage. 
Mr. Legget has found that acetylene gas, 
while not nearly as powerful as gasoline, is 
equally efficient In operating a car. The 
discovery saved him from being stalled miles 
from a garage and constitutes a good tip to 
the country’s motorists. 

He was driving from Nyack, N. X., to 
Chatham, N. Y., a distance of 126 miles 
While between Kingston and Catskill, on the 
west bank of the Hudson river, he ran out 
of gasoline several miles from the nearest 
place where any could be secured. As there 
were no telephones any nearer tnan the gaso- 
line, he started the car with the self-starter 
_and left the gas from the acetylene tank on 
the dashboard of the car turned on about 
one-third the way around. Then he ran 
several miles up and down hill, using only 
acetylene gas for power until he arrived near 
a church which carried the only supply of 
gasoline in that. vicinity. 

Recently in Detroit automobile engineers 
pronounced acetylene too weak a combusti- 
ble to cOmpete with gasoline as a source of 
engine power, Mr. Legget’s performance to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

yiel@:a sufficient degree of resiNency to pro- 
tect.its mechanism as well. 

Céntidering these facts, it is evident with- 
out *Miciency in tire manufacture and a pro- 
gressiveness commensurate with the impor- 
tance of the industry there could not have 
deen the amazing development noted in the 
motor truck, particularly within the last 
three years. 

From the beginning of this now extensive 
end constantly growing industry two prob- 
lem have taken precedence over all “mene in 
the manufacture of solid tires. 


Hard to Make Tire Hold. 

The first and foremost of these in point ot 
importance has been the devising of means to 
fasten the tire to the wheel so that it would 
hold, The other has been the proper com- 
pounding of rubber. The whole solid tire 

really hinges upon these two impor- 
tant details of construction. 

Producing a rubber compound that would 


de both tough and strong and at the same 


time possess the necessary degree of resil- 

fency has not been an altogether easy task.

The information given ls without charge, 
and, as a fesult, many companies are in- 
structed how to eliminate waste in handling 
goods.

Enthusiasm Among Makers. 

In view of the special interest which will 
be shown in thé motor wagons at the auto- 
mobile show this week it is proper here to 
relate the enthusiasm of the factors of this 
industry in the goods they have to offer for 
sale. 

At a resent meeting of the Chicago Auto- 
mobile Trade association’s motor wagon 
committee one member made the following 
statement: Say, gentlemen, if I couldn't 
prove conclusively that one of my motor 
wagons could pay for itself in eighteen 


wouldn't try to sell a machine.“ He meant. 
it, too, and every man present agreed with 
him emphatically. 

Another power wagon factor hada differ- 
ent but none the less convincing method of 
asserting. the machine’s superiority. Said 
he: “I don't talk depreciation to a custom- 
er. Who knows what that is,'anyhow?. It 
differs according to curcumstances, and even 
then the most expensive parts of a machine 
will last for generations. This is my argu- 
ment: Suppose you can hire a first class two 
horse team in Chicago for $6. That is what 
most of them cost, any way. Very well, my 
machine I will guarantee to do more than 
three times the work of the best two horse 
team in the city. 


Daily Expenses of Machines. 

The actual operating expenses of the ma- 
chine are less than $6 a day. The machine 
earns $18 a day at least. That leaves $12 a 
day, or $3,600 a year, surplus, for 300 work- 
ing das. Do you suppose it costs that much 
for depreciation? Not by along way. You 
could buy a new machine for that much 
money and then have something left over.“ 

The same men estimated the amount of 
money invested in the manufacture of power 
wagons at $500,000,000. That is a thing 
which speaks for itself. The output for 1912 


is conservatively put at 25,000 machines. 


worth about $62,500,000. The year 1913 will 
see at least 40,000 more motor wagons pro- 
duced, and in a very short time the annual 
production is computed by those who ought 
to know the financial indications to be in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 a year.

A great,many important standards estab- 
lished for the pleasure automobile industry 
are of no use whatever as applied to truck 
bullding, owing to the different conditions 
existing in the two industries. The duties, 
conditions, and handling of the two are dif- 
ferent.

safe to say a truck, especially of the heavy 
type, will work practically at capacity or 
overload all the time.

, Standards Establish selves. | 

The more important standards, such as 
bore and stroke, size of wheels, sige of tires. 
height of platform from ground, width of 
frame, etc., all qpickly establish themselves. 

Additional standards. not yet determined 
should, and probably will, be established 
both as regards to the size of the part in 
some cases, the strength of the part in 
others, or the combination of these two. 
These standards should cover parts such as 
axles, pivots, frame sections, crank’ shafts. 
connecting rods, size of bearings— ball, plain 
or roller—size and strength of gear teeth. 
transmission and rear axle, the torsional 
strength of propeller shafts and ome shafte 
subjected to this strain. 

Metals of a given tensile e elas- 
tic limit should be decided on as a standard 
for each part, and lists should be made out, 
gi the minimum cross section area or 
some similar reference, for each size ve- 
bicle from one to ten tons. ’ 


, Change for Safety Sake. 

: This: method of defining standards wouid 
give both the manufacturer and the designer 
the greatest freedom and latitude possibia, 
and would permit them to adopt any design 
which might seem most desirable, although 
departures from these standards should do 
taxen in the designing only to increase tne 
factor of safety. 

The standards established by the S. A. E. 
coulG be referred to by prospective buyers. 
Standards should be pl and easily inter- 
preled, so that a buyer with little knowledge 


ot mechanics could judge for himself whether 


vr no a truck was up to the standard, and by 
taking his own’ observations. and the infor- 
mation he would secure from the truck bulld- 
ers. where quality is specified as standard. 
could draw good and proper on- 
which to base his decision. 


Bad for Truck Makers.

With a truck 
there is only one loading and unloading, and 
hours of delay are saved by going straight 
through to destination. 

We strongly advise more careful investiga- 
tion as to.what the larger carrying capacities 
in motor trucks will do and the amount of 
returns they will make on the investment.
